Fred Culver, a brother of Mrs. 
Geo L. Alexander, died suddenly 


‘in his drug store in Saginaw last 


Thursday night. Heart attack is 
given as the cause of his death.

Gough island or Diego Alvarez 
Hies 250 miles south southeast of 
Tristan da Cunha. It is of voleanic 
origin, is rugged and mountainous, 
the Highest peak rising to 4,380-feet- 
The island is about 8 miles long 
and 4 miles broad, Precipitous 
cliffs, from 200 to 1,000 feet high, 
characterize the coast.
